A deadly encounter took place yesterday after-
moon at one o'clock, at 214 Bowery, between two

Germans, Oscar Ette, a photographer, and John
Wachals, an agent tor sewing machines. Both
.ccupled the top floor of the building above men¬
tioned. Ette, who is a tall, stalwart Prussian, of
about thirty-Uve years, was In partnership with Ed¬
ward TOllner. The rooms next to the photographic
gallery were occupied by John Wachals and las
wife. John WacUuls, who was also a Prussian, was

not so large a man as Ette. He was ol a rather
delicate mould; had blonde hair, a black mus¬

tache, blue eyes and a lair complexion. Ktte was

dark, had black nair. which was usuallv tossed
over his forehead, very dark eyes, bushy ejebrows,
and a dark, glossy mustache.
They had been quarrelling lor a long time. It is

Ette's friends give one version of the story and
Wachai's friends give quite anothor. Howev er, It
seems certain that Kite was lu the liabtt of coming
home late at. night, or rather, at an early hour of
the morning, lie had no night-key aud relied upon
the Wachals family to let him in. They did not
like to be uisiu bjd In their sleep, and told Ette
that he must uot rouse them any more in tue dead
©I the night. Ette replied that whenever he had
ao night-key with Dim he would knock at the door
ami continue to knock until they would open tt.
One night he came homi-, as usual, without his

night-ke.v and knocked at the door. No one came
and he made the most terrific noise. It wax of no
avail, however, aud he flually put his foot against
the door to burst it open. At last, alter Kite had
Veen laboring for about half au hour,

Next morning Ette an i Wachals had some angry

¦words. Wachals told Ette It was an outrage that
he had burst open the door and kept them awiue
all night. Ette swore that he would come in when¬
ever he pleased, aud I! no one would let him in he
would burst the aoor open. This was 'he begiu-
mng of the trouble, but alter this ttvey were quar¬
relling constantly, until it became evident that one
.r the other would have to leave. Mrs. W achats,
alter the quarrel had terminated in bloodshed yes¬
terday, said that Ktte abused her in the most
Hhauieiul manner, and cailcd her contluuahy by uie
vilest names in order to exasperate her and to
render her stay at the house uiieiuiurabie. Ette s
iriends maiutaiued, on the contrary, that she was
also to blame for what had occurred. 1

Vestcrdav uoon, wnen Wachals came home, his
wile told lu'm that Ette had thrown his t\\ aelials )
sinn down. Wachals had hung up his sign, dis¬
playing pictures ol sewing machines, at the
entrance to the building, aud on an iron bar
which Ette claimed belonged to him. Ette s
Mgu. also displaying photographs, hung on
tne same bar. Ette did not claim that
Wachals' sewiug machine sign obscured his dis-
rlav of photographs, but he insisted that Wactuls
should not hang the sign on his (Ette s) bar.
There had been endless quarrels about this sign lor
¦weeks and weeks, an<l wh?u Mrs. Wactiaia told i.er
husband yesterday that Ette had pu.led the sign
down he became very angry, lie went to see Ette,
who was In the next room.

home. My woe 'old me that my business sign had
been taken down by Oscar Ette.

and Mrs. Wachals did not like it and called hiui 'a
dirty Jew.' Ktte went back to ins room, but sub-

, seituently advanced to speak to Mrs. Wachals,
when her liu-band hit hiin with the iron in a most
cowardly manner. On the same evening V\ at huls
met Ktte at an Irish meeting down stairs, and told
him that he would kill him yet. Ktte was goinn to
take out a warrant against Wachals yesterday."
This statement. It must be remembered, is that

of one of Kite's iriends. Wachals' friends say that
Ktte was a desperate "Raufbold" (rough) and
always quarrelsome. Captain Clinehy is using all
his energies to arrest Ktte. Wachals lies in Belle-
vue Hospital in a very precarious condition.

OBITUARY.

William Wheelwright.
Mr. William Wheelwright, whose death was an¬

nounced in the Hekald's cable despatches of the
26th inst., is au American by birth and sentiment,
springs lrom some of the oldest New Kngland
stock and is identified with the principal public
works of South America. He deserves more than
a mere passing notice. If you ask any intelligent
citizen of Chile, Peru, Bolivia, the Argeutlue Re¬
public or any of the South American republics
who William Wheelwright was he will tell you
that more has been done by this sterling
American for the cause of civiliza'ion aud
progress In those countries than Dy any other
man, living or dead. He built the first railroad on
the South American Continent more than twenty
years ago, the first telegraph, the first iron pier,
the first gas and water works In any oi these coun¬
tries. But, more than all this, he was the lather
and founder of the most successlul aud largest
steamship line In tne world.viz., the Pacific
Steam Navigation Company, running lrom Kng¬
land to Lisbon, thence to Brazil, the Kiver Plate,
through the Straits of Magellan to Valparaiso,
Callao and the Isthmus of Panama. This com¬

pany has been in existence over thirty years, and
was inaugurated by Mr. Wheelwright, who had so

much laith in the enterpr.se that he embarked in
it all his private fortune, w liich, though not large,
was lor those days considerable, aud had been ac¬

quired by hard labor and industry as a merchant,
engaged in the coasting trade on the Pacific coast
in a small brig, patriotically stWed "itie Fourth of
July." Convinced by the experience thus
acquired that steam navigation on that
coast was practicable and necessary, he
came to his native land to launch his enterprise,
but found no capitalists who would invest in so
chimerical a project, as it was fnen considered. He
visited Kngland and lor lour years labored uuceas-

lngiy to establish a company, meet lug with every
conceivable impediment, but was lortunate
enough to interest the late Loid Abinger and other
prominent men, and he nimself tiave.ied through
tngland, Scotland aud Wa'iea, and induced shop¬
keepers and otners to ouy even one single share to

two small stcailiers built troni the uuds so raised,
and to-day ihe company owns fltty steamers wuico.

Tlie United States Navy has lost another yotin?
an >1 brilliant offlcer. A cable des, atch annouuees
that Lieutenant H. C. Hunter, attached to tne
United States hteamer Wabash, died at Barcelona.
Lieutenant Hunter entered the Navy in 1803, when
the Naval Academy was sltuateu at New¬
port, it. I., and, by his studious habits
and aptitude lor the service, he won
a high rank in class merit. While observing
witu IKIelity the vigorous discipline ol itie Acad¬
emy, he d.d wuai lew midshipmen seldom acnieve
wueii aiming 4t high scuularsnip and clo-e atten¬
tion to tue regulations. We mean the class popu¬
larity and the affection ol those «liW were liii daily
companions. Hunter passed through those four
long years of semi-professional. seuii-academlc life
with honor, ana graduated anion/ ihe first
in one oi the most brilliant classes in
the history ol the academy. the eio-e oi 18<>3.
wticn he passed from the romantic stage oi his
naval c ircer to the arduous duties "on deck" he
wag but twenty-two; yet In all the squadrons to
which he was attached, he was known as a line
oflicer, worthy ol confidence at ail times ol peril or
ditWcuity. Lieutenant Hunter was a con ol the
esteemed Assistant secretary oi .state, wholsto
tlie ,~t.tt» Department at Washington more than its
actual chlui.

inquiring lor the li^t ol passengers, discovered that
Sir. Brand's name was not Included, and there oro
was not surprised when told that the Speaker
had not arrived. Among the passengers,
however, was the Karl of Itosebery,
and believing tliat his lordship miirht know some¬
thing about the cause or the detention of Mr.
Brand, the leporter made the requisite inquiry.
Lord Itosebery said .that there had evidently been

a misapprehension atiout Mr. lirand's voyage to
th.s country, and it had arisen in this way:.Mr
Brand, in making a speech to the laborers on his
estate, had said that he was atout to visit a conn-
try ttiat he hail never seen belore. In.nantly the
impression went abroad that Mr, Brau.d
meant America, and that he was going there.
The rumor grew, and all the details of Mr. Brand's
supposed visit was arran: ed lor him, even down
to tue name of the vessel ne was to sad in. it
was, however, quite a popular delusion. America
was not, the couitry, Mr. Brand reterren to; his
intention was to to Italy, and to Italy ne
had gone. In the course 01 conversation
that followed this explanation, whicu Lord
Itosebery, on bis arrival at the Bievoort
House, gave with great good nature and
v»*rucity, he stated the ooject of his visit to Amor-
mm, ana said thai it was his Hist acquaintance
with tins land: ihat his Intention was to suiy about
two months, to go a* tar West as halt l.ake Ciiy,
and to see all that could possibly be «eeu ol the
natural and political pecunat itie< ol America,
in reference to l.ng.ish politics, he said
tliat he did not th.nk the recent ap¬
ian nt reaction against Mr. Gladstone's Ministry
was a matter that was .ilrllenlt to e.\plain.
